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1 . Initially the Examiner notes that this application has been transferred and is 
currently being examined by Examiner Margaret Moore. This examiner recognizes the 
fact that applicants have already received two non-final office actions in this application 
and apologizes for the unintentional delay in prosecution. However during a search of 
all of the amended claims currently pending the examiner simply found it to be an undue 
burden, as these claims should have been subjected to a restriction requirement. The 
Examiner recognizes that the previous examiner issued a restriction requirement but the 
claims were only classified in two groups which is not an adequate grouping of the 
divergent subject matters claimed. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2 to 36, 52 and 248, drawn to a hybrid monolith. 

Group II, claim(s) 182, 183, 194, 195, drawn to a separation device. 

Group III, claim(s) 27 to 51 , 249, drawn to a surface modified monolith. 

3. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Applicants' "special technical feature", the hybrid monolith of claim 52, is 
anticipated and/or obvious, as evidenced by U.S. Patent 6,680.013. As such there is no 
special technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art in this application. 
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4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

1) in Group I, the claims are directed to multiple scaffolding functionality species. 

2) in Group III, the claims are directed to multiple single surface modifier species. 
Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 

claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, the following claim(s) are 
generic: In Group I, claims 2 to 18, 28 to 36, 52 and 248. In Group III, claim 37 and 
249. 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art.

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5. The Examiner would like to point out that the limitations in claims 2 to 1 4 are 
considered to be limitations on the future intended use of the material of claim 52. Thus 
these limitations do not carry patentable weight in that, for instance, claim 2 does not 
require that a containment vessel be present. The Examiner notes this because, if 
claim 2 did require the presence of a containment vessel, these claims would be 
subject to further restriction. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be 
presented at the time of election in order to be considered timely.
